REMARKS 

Clarification of the Office action of September 7, 
1994 is requested. The Summary of Action indicates that 
claims 7-10 are withdrawn from consideration. It is 
believed that is in error. Claims 7-10 have been acted 
upon by the examiner and rejected on 3 5 USC 112. 

Reconsideration and withdrawal of the final rejec- 
tions are requested. It is submitted that the final 
rejections are premature. 

Claims 7-10 and 35 and 36 were examined for the 
first time in the last Office action and therefore have 
been under rejection only once. Applicant is entitled to
